The Army’s original list of 
wartime camps tha t will b e re­ 
activated to train men inducted 
under the new draft law failed 
to include the Indiana camp. 
Ray Donaldson, administrative 
assistant to Senator Capehart 
(Rep., Ind.), told a reporter the 
Hoosier delegation is still trying 
to get the camp reopened. 
“We’re hopeful,” he said, add­ 
ing “tha t’s all I can say.” 
Aides of Senator Jenner (Rep., 
Ind.) 
said 
efforts

activation of the camp are con­
